Alberta’s solicitor general 
and justice minister says he’s 
keeping an eye on the B.C. 
government as it works to 
amend that province’s Motor 
Vehicle Act to allow drivers 
to appeal traffic offences over 


the phone. 

“It does seem like it is 
an idea that has merit,” 
Jonathan Denis said. “There 
are some issues I think you 
would want to look at. For 
example, if you are dealing 
with a witness, how are you 
going to swear in that wit¬ 
ness?” 

Calgary traffic-ticket de¬ 
fence agent Charlie Pester 
pointed to the past as an indi¬ 
cation the idea would gain 
little traction in Alberta. 

“They tried something 
similar to this a few years 
back, where eveiyone could 
write in their defence,” he 
said. “It didn’t work ... every¬ 
one was found guilty.” 

Denis, who previously 



worked as a lawyer, said he 
plans to revisit the idea of 
a traffic-ticket defence hot¬ 
line a year after it’s formally 
launched in B.C. 

“With traffic court — I 
have been there before — it 
lines up every morning,” he 
said. “This certainly does 
seem like a way to improve 
access to justice.” 

As an indication of poten¬ 
tial demand for the phone 
service, Metro did determine 
earlier this year that Alberta 
law enforcement hands out 
more speeding tick¬ 
ets than any other 
Canadian province.

Toddler’s death 
prompts call for 
renewed effort 
to improve 
traffic safety 

Following the death 
Wednesday of a toddler 
who was struck by an 
SUV in a parking lot 
in the city’s southeast, 
Edmonton Police have 
renewed the call for 
drivers and pedestrians 
to be extremely cautious 
in traffic. 

“This death reminds 
parents to be vigilant 
about their children,” 
said Cst. Tim Eggert 
with the EPS Traffic Sec¬ 
tion, pointing to num¬ 
bers that show children 
under 18 account for 13 
per cent of all pedes¬ 
trians killed in the past 
five years, 

“Children are quick 
and impulsive — they 
dart out in driveways, 
alleys, parking lots. Par¬ 
ents must be watchful,” 
he said. 

Eggert said drivers 
should slow down and 
take care backing up — 
perhaps tapping their 
horn — whenever pedes¬ 
trians may be nearby. 

This accident marks 
the fifth pedestrian 
death and fifteenth traf¬ 
fic fatality in the city 
in 2012, up from 2011 
numbers, 

Eggert said educating 
students and parents 
is an important part of 
his work, from teaching 
school children about 
crossing the road safely 
at crosswalks and lights, 
to speaking with parents 
about staying alert 
whenever kids and cars 
are in the same area.

Youth chaiged with 
April 2011 murder 


Unprovoked attack. 

Unlocked doors 
made for a crime of 
opportunity, say police

Following a 13-month inves¬ 
tigation, police have charged 
a young offender from Sas¬ 
katchewan in the death of an 
Edmonton father. 

EPS said Thursday that the 
accused, a youth at the time of 
the offence and now an adult, 
was charged on Monday with 
second-degree murder, as weU 
as break-and-enter with intent 


to commit an indictable of¬ 
fence in the death of 29-year- 
old John Kwiatkowski. 

On April 14, 2011, Kwiat¬ 
kowski’s wife arrived home 
at 34 Street and 103 Avenue 
after working a night shift. 

“The house was imsecure 
and in the home she discovered 
the lifeless body of her hus¬ 
band,” said Det. Colin Derksen. 

Police will not reveal 
cause of death, only noting 
there was “extreme trauma.” 

The couple’s infant daugh¬ 
ter had also suffered injuries, 
though not life-threatening. 

“John was the victim of a 
random break-and-enter and 
improvoked attack in his own 
home,” said Derksen. “It’s truly 
a tragedy he ... became victim 
to such a senseless crime.” 


Plea for information 


Throughout the investigation, 
police were joined by various 
organizations including the 
Combined Special Forces 
Unit of the Alberta Serious 
Incident Response Team. 


• They also pleaded for tips 
through the media by 
releasing a video earlier 


The accused was already in 
custody in a Saskatchewan cor¬ 
rectional facility for an unrelat¬ 
ed conviction at the time of the 
charges, where he remains. 

According to Derksen, the 
accused had fled a youth fa¬ 
cility in Saskatchewan last 


this year that compiled 
evidence collected from 
the scene. 


• A second plea for informa¬ 
tion included images of 
stolen vehicles police 
believe the accused used 
to get from Saskatchewan 
to Edmonton.

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Throne speech promises 
support for first responders 


Post-traumatic stress. 

New bill being tabled 
will make it easier for 
emergency workers to 
seek help 


Police, firefighters and 
paramedics scarred by post- 
traumatic stress disorder 
soon will no longer have to 
fight to prove they are ill, 
the province said on Thurs¬ 
day. 

“PTSD’s devastating ef¬ 
fects on individuals and 
their families are well 
understood, and it’s time 
legislation reflected that 
fact,” Lt.-Gov. Don Ethell in 
the speech from the throne 
that began an abbreviated 
session of the legislature. 

“First responders rush to 
our aid in times of trouble, 
and this government will be 
the first in Canada to do the 
same for them.” 

Sgt. Tony Simioni, who 
speaks for rank-and file 
officers with the Edmon¬ 
ton police force, said they 
have been pushing for the 


change for a long time. 

“You (as a first respond¬ 
er) go to (car) accidents, you 
see child deaths, shootings 
and violent scenes on a 
regular basis,” Simioni said. 

He said emergency per¬ 
sonnel who have PTSD face 
many hurdles, the first of 
which is to overcome the 
stigma of mental illness by 
admitting they have it. 

Bill 1, the signature and 
only piece of legislation for 
the week-long session, will 
amend the Workers Com¬ 
pensation Act. 

It will not pass in this 
session but will come back 
for further debate in the 
fall. 

The bill was one of a 
number of issues referred 
to in the speech from the 
throne, which outlines gov¬ 
ernment goals and object¬ 
ives. 

Much of the speech re¬ 
iterated earlier promises 
to promote transparency, 
improve environmental 
monitoring and front-line 
health care.

Officials will keep close watch on disgraced 
Edmonton RCMP officer while he’s in B.C. 


B.C.’s top Mountie says he 
agreed to allow a disgraced 
Alberta officer to work 
under his command. 

Deputy Commissioner 
Craig Callens said Thurs¬ 
day the decision wasn’t an 
easy one, but it was one 
that somebody had to show 
leadership on. 

A report this week by an 
internal disciplinary board 
reprimanded Sgt. Don Ray 
for having sex with sub¬ 
ordinates, exposing himself 
to a co-worker and drinking 
on the job 

The sergeant was demot¬ 


ed one rank, fined 10 days 
pay but not fired because 
the board said he deserved a 
break as a result of his long 
years of service and support 
from other Mountie s. 

“While others may have 
looked at the circumstances 
and simply decided that it 
was not their problem and 
to let someone else deal 
with it, that is not my way 
or how I lead, and it is not 
what I expect of my lead¬ 
ers,” Callens told a news 
conference. 

“I expect that when faced 
with a challenge, they will 


step up and not step back.” 

Callens said he could 
have said no, but he “didn’t 
consider the transfer a 
simple yes or no issue.” He 
said he was consulted on the 
matter last fall. 

“Accepting the transfer 
into this division was done 
with the confidence that we 
could provide the type of 
oversight and supervision 
that would ensure that the 
sanctions that have been 
imposed on him are having 
the desired affect,” he said. 

“And let me tell you, if 
they are not having the de¬ 


sired effect, he will face the 
consequences very quickly, 
as anyone else would.” 

He said if Ray reoffends in 
the way in which he did in 
Alberta, he will be immedi¬ 
ately removed from duty, 
and will be suspended with¬ 
out pay and benefits. Callens 
said he would also seek the 
sergeant’s dismissal. 

Callens said Ray won’t 
work provincially or be as¬ 
signed in a municipal force, 
but will work in a federal 
area of responsibility under 
supervision. 

Earlier this week, the 


RCMP disciplinary board’s 
report found Ray admitted 
to seven counts of disgrace¬ 
ful conduct on the job 
between 2006 and 2009. 

They include stocking 
the office with rum and 
beer and offering drinks to 
subordinates, having sex 
with a civilian subordinate 
and exposing himself to a 
co-worker. 

Ray said he had sex with 
a different co-worker in the 
headquarters’ polygraph 
office after drinking beer 
and had sex inside a car in 
a parking lot with another 


employee after visiting a 
pub. 

He also made inappropri¬ 
ate sexual comments to a 
female subordinate, includ¬ 
ing remarks about her sex 
life with her husband. 

The report noted the 
statements made to the 
board by the victims are 
troubling, revealing wounds 
that will take time and 
attention to heal. 

It also said Ray’s actions 
have discredited the RCMP, 
and that his actions have set 
a poor example.

She has a black belt in taek¬ 
wondo and takes in 3,500 
calories a day, more than 
most active adults. 

But Heather Hanna is just 
10, and she’s not healthy. 
She has cystic fibrosis (CF), 
a fatal disease that is slowly 
taking away her lung func¬ 
tion, creating the greater 
need for exercise and food 
just to have the energy to 
breathe. 

Hanna, her twin sister 
Marie and around 320 other 
students at Avonmore School 
took part in the second an¬ 
nual Hope for Heather Walk, 
a fundraiser for CF research, 
on Thursday. 

“Our goal is to keep 
Hanna’s lungs healthy 
enough so she can bene¬ 
fit when a control or cure 
comes,” said Scott Hanna, 
Heather’s dad. 

Barb Biggs, curriculum 
co-ordinator at Avonmore, 
said students hope to raise 
$2,000 this year through 
pledges and cash donations.

Cystic fibrosis (CF) causes Hanna’s lungs 
to produce a thick mucus where bacteria 
thrive and can cause infection and scar¬ 
ring. She needs pummelling therapy for 
two hours a day, plus an hour of exercise 
just to keep her lungs clear and make 
breathing less difficult. She takes 35 pills 
each day to aid in digestion. 


“This brings our commun¬ 
ity together for a common 
goal and gives us an idea of 
what Heather goes through,” 
she said. “To us, she’s just 
one of the students — it’s an 
invisible disease.” 

As for Heather, she’s hun¬ 
gry for watermelon, one of 
the few foods she can eat 
without the aid of pills to 
help digestion. 

“It’s one of my favour¬ 
ites,” she said. “This helps 
me and helps CF.”

Lung-transplant recipient 
celebrates new lease on life 



Inspiring. Helene 
Campbell became the 
face of organ donation 
after attracting celeb 
endorsements 


A young woman whose inspir¬ 
ational advocacy for organ do¬ 
nation has garnered attention 
around the world gushed with 
gratitude Thursday at her first 
pubhc appearance since re¬ 
ceiving two lungs seven weeks 
ago. 

At a news conference, 
Helene Campbell did a little 
happy dance to demonstrate 
her remarkable recovery from 
near death. 

“I’ve named my lungs 
‘Gratitude’ — attitude with 
a little ‘grrr,’” Campbell said. 
“I’m just so grateful.” 

In the space of six months, 
Campbell, 21, of Ottawa, went 
from skydiving and travelling 
abroad to someone who could 
barely walk. 

She was diagnosed with 
a degenerative hardening of 
the lungs — ideopathic cystic 
fibrosis — a condition of un¬ 


known cause that was quickly 
suffocating her. On April 6, 
after just 10 weeks on the 
organ waiting list, she under¬ 
went a transplant. 

On Thursday, a small scar 
on her throat and a husky 
voice were the only obvious 
signs of her dramatic journey. 

“My voice is not fully back 
— it’s a little more raspy than 
usual, but I have a voice and 
I’m able to breathe and that 
for me is a miracle,” she said. 

“I can take a shower stand¬ 
ing up — that is the best thing 
I’ve been able to do in a long 
time.” 

Campbell became the un¬ 
official face of organ donation 
in Canada after attracting ce¬ 
lebrity endorsements for her 
cause, including from singer 
Justin Bieber, whose tweets 
set the campaign alight, and 
TV host Ellen DeGeneres. 

The response has been a 
significant increase in people 
signing up to be organ donors 
in places as far-flung as Louisi¬ 
ana and Australia. 

“It just took the right stoiy 
to get through to people,” said 
Campbell, who vowed to keep 
up her advocacy for organ do¬ 


nation. 

Waiting for the new lungs 
was incredibly difficult, 
Campbell said, noting many 
people die before a suitable 
organ can be found. 

Campbell said she was 
curious as to whose lungs she 
received, but said it would be 
up to the donor’s family to 


decide if they wanted contact 
with her. Her fervent wish, 
she said, was that they know 
the extent of her gratitude. 

“My hope is that someone 
will somehow let them know 
how thankful I am — that 
through their loss I have life,” 
Campbell said.

Arrests mar 30 th march 
since protest against 
tuition-fee increases

Surreal scenes of mass arrests 
in various parts of Quebec, 
with over 650 people rounded 
up in different cities for a var¬ 
iety of reasons, have spurred 
a new attempt at resolving a 
dispute that has catapulted the 
province onto international 
news pages. 

The provincial education 
minister said Thursday that 
she expected to hold a “very, 
veiy important” meeting with 
student groups, hkely early 
next week, after having had 
positive discussions over the 
phone. 

Restoring order in time for 
the tourist-filled festival sea¬ 
son, which starts in only a few 
weeks, appears a monumental 
task given the events that un¬ 
folded in the wee hours. 

A peaceful evening march 
that began Wednesday even¬ 


ing with people festively bang¬ 
ing pots and pans ended with 
police using the controversial 
“ketthng” tactic on a crowd of 
demonstrators and arresting 
518 people in Montreal. Scores 
of others were arrested else¬ 
where in the province. 


“ Six-hundred-fifty-one — 
that’s the number of arrests 
yesterday ... of ordinaiy cit¬ 
izens, men, women, young 
people arrested because they 
wanted to voice their oppos¬ 
ition to decisions of the Lib¬ 
eral regime,” PQ, Leader Pau¬ 


line Marois said, calling it the 
worst social crisis in Quebec’s 
history. 

“That’s where the Quebec 
Liberal Party has taken us: 
mass arrests, more often than 
not arbitraiy ones, to silence

Iran talks break 
off with pledge to 
resume in mid-June 


Nuclear program. 

International Atomic 
Energy Agency to 
sign a deal with Iran 
to probe suspected 
weapons 


Tough negotiations between 
Iran and world powers over 
Tehran’s nuclear program 
ended Thursday with a plan 
to meet next month for an¬ 
other round of talks but 
agreement on little else. 

The open channels be¬ 
tween Iran and the six-nation 
bloc — the five permanent 
Security Council members 
plus Germany — are seen as 
the most hopeful chances of 
outreach between Washing¬ 
ton and Tehran in years. 

They also could push back 
threats of military action 
that have shaken oil markets 
and brought worries of trig¬ 



gering a wider Middle East 
conflict. 

European Union foreign- 
policy chief Catherine Ash¬ 
ton said both sides agreed to 
continue the discussions on 
June 18 and 19 in Moscow in 


hopes of a breakthrough on 
international concerns about 
the Islamic Republic’s ability 
to build atomic weapons. 

The announcement 

capped two days of negotia¬ 
tions in Baghdad, where at 
times it appeared Tehran 
would withdraw from the 
talks. 

Meanwhile, Yukiya 

Amano, director general of 
the International Atomic 
Energy Agency, says he has 
reached a deal with Iran on 
probing suspected work on 
nuclear weapons. The agree¬ 
ment will be signed soon. 

Israeli leaders have been 
critical of the talks, claim¬ 
ing it allows Iran to buy time 
and drive a wedge between 
Washington and Jerusalem. 

On Wednesday, Israeli De¬ 
fence Minister Ehud Barak 
said even possible moves by 
Iran to open its nuclear facili¬ 
ties to inspection don’t rule 
out a military strike.

Scuffle erupts in Ukraine 
parliament over new bill 



Even at 101 years old, Otto Jen¬ 
sen showed little sign of slow¬ 
ing down. The former boxer 
from Denmark still ran a 
photography studio and often 
could be seen crossing the 
street in front of it to get to a 
senior centre he frequented. 

On Tuesday night, while 
crossing that four-lane Bur¬ 
bank street, Jensen was struck 
and killed by a car driven by a 
91-year-old woman. 

Jensen was a well-known 
figure in his hometown just 
north of Los Angeles, where 


Chinese authorities arrested a 
man and his girlfriend in the 
death of an elderly woman he 
knocked down while driving 
drunk and whose body was 
later found buried at a construc¬ 
tion site. Pohce say the woman 
likely was alive when buried. 

The official Xinhua News

A violent scuffle erupted in 
Ukraine’s parliament Thurs¬ 
day evening over a bill that 
would allow the use of the 
Russian language in courts, 
hospitals and other institu¬ 
tions in the Russian-speaking 
regions of the country. 

The fight broke out be¬ 
tween members of the pro- 
Western opposition who 
want to take Ukraine out 
of Russia’s shadow and law¬ 
makers from President Viktor 
Yanukovych’s party, which 
bases its support in Ukraine’s 
Russian-speaking east. 

At least one legislator, op¬ 
position lawmaker Mykola 
Petruk, suffered an apparent 
blow to the head and was 
taken to the hospital with 
blood streaming down his 
face. 

Lawmakers have frequent¬ 
ly scuffled in the Ukrainian 


parliament. A fierce fight in 
December 2010, which sent 
at least six lawmakers to the 
hospital, started when mem¬ 
bers of Yanukovych’s party 
threw chairs and punched 
opposition lawmakers who 
had been blocking legislative 
work all day. 


During a fight in April 
2010, the parliament speaker 
hid behind an umbrella as 
opposition lawmakers threw 
eggs and smoke bombs to 
protest a naval pact with Rus¬ 
sia. 

Ukraine is deeply divided 
into the Russian-speaking 


east and south, which favours 
close ties with Moscow, and 
the Ukrainian-speaking west, 
which wants Ukraine to join 
the Western club. 

The opposition demanded 
an investigation into Thurs¬ 
day’s scuffle.

A Senate panel expressed its

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New El rules take aim at frequent users

Ottawa is tightening employ¬ 
ment-insurance eligibility with 
new rules that hit repeat claim¬ 
ants hardest, but will force all 
on the system to accept lower- 
paying jobs. 

The government says it will 
put strict definitions on what 
constitutes “suitable employ¬ 
ment” and what the imem- 
ployed must do to find a job in 
order to get off El. 

The new rules are expected 
to be in effect early in 2013. 

Human Resources Minister 
Diane Finley said the intent of 
changes is to get Canadians off 
El and on to jobs for which they 
are qualified. 

“These changes are not 
about forcing people to accept 
work outside their own area 
nor about taking jobs for which 
they are not suited.” 

But NDP critic Peggy Nash 


accused the government of 
blaming the imemployed for 
the poor economy. 

“What we heard today is the 
minister scapegoating unem¬ 
ployed Canadians ... that they 
are not trying hard enough to 


find work,” she said, pointing 
out that currently only 40 per 
cent of the imemployed are re¬ 
ceiving benefits. 

The changes create three 
categories of unemployment 
with a sliding scale of expecta¬ 


tions for jobs people must 
accept — depending on how 
often they have collected bene¬ 
fits in the past, and the length 
they are currently on El. 

Long-tenured workers, 
mostly employed over the past 


10 years, can refuse a job out¬ 
side their usual occupation that 
doesn’t pay at least 90 per cent 
of their previous hourly wage. 

However, even this category 
of worker must lower expecta¬ 
tions after 18 weeks on the sys¬ 
tem and accept any “similar oc¬ 
cupation” within the industry 
that pays at least 80 per cent of 
their previous scale. 

Frequent El claimants, who 
have been on the system at 
least three times for a total 
of 60 weeks over the past five 
years, wiU be expected to take a 
similar job that pays at least 80 
per cent of their previous wage 
rate. After six weeks, claimants 
will have to take any job for 
which they are qualified, even 
if it is not in the same field, at 
70 per cent of the previous pay. 

“Occasional claimants” 
must accept work paying at 
least 90 per cent of their previ¬ 
ous scale in the first six weeks, 
80 per cent in the next 12 
weeks and 70 per cent after 
18 weeks on benefits. The ma¬ 
jority of claimants — 58 per 
cent — fall in this “occasional” 
category, Finley said.

Canadians can withstand 
housing downturn: DBRS 


Credit-rating agency DBRS 
said Thursday that average 
Canadian households can 
withstand a catastrophic 
drop in home prices, but 
warned that a rise in un¬ 
employment would be a 
greater concern. 

The agency said a 40 per 
cent drop in prices or ris¬ 
ing interest rates would 
put pressure on Canadian 
households, but not have a 
large impact on mortgage 
defaults. 

“However, a combina¬ 
tion of higher interest 
rates, lower property values 
and a drastic increase in 
unemployment would be of 
great concern as mortgage 
defaults are closely related 
to employment and individ¬ 
ual family situations,” DBRS 


‘Three DV 


“Households (are) vulner¬ 
able to cash-flow shock 
and credit problems from 
the occurrence of any of 
the three ‘DY — disabil¬ 
ity, divorce and dismiss¬ 
al.” DBRS in a report 

said in a report. 

“If unemployment 

spikes, many financially 
stretched households will be 
forced to sell their homes, 
putting greater downward 
pressure on house prices 
and turning many people 
into both house poor and 
cash poor.” 

The report comes amid 


continuing warnings from 
Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney and federal Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaherty 
that higher interest rates 
are just a matter of time 
and Canadians need to en¬ 
sure they don’t get in over 
their heads with loans and 
mortgages. 

DBRS said that faster 
debt accumulation relative 
to the economy as a whole 
or average household in¬ 
come have driven up both 
home prices and borrowing. 

The result has been re¬ 
duced housing affordability, 
with pressure on day-to-day 
cash flow for average Can¬ 
adian households, leaving 
them little room to deal 
with unexpected expenses.

Canadians are warming to 
signs of improvement in the 
economy, according to the 
latest survey by international 
business consultancy TNS. 

TNS said Thursday that its 
overall consumer-confidence 
index jumped more than 
three points to 98.8 in May 
from 95.4 in April.

Kevin Costner steps 
into role of patriarch, 
facing off with a rival 
American family 
during the bloody, 
brutal Civil War era 


He’s built an Oscar-winning 
career on memorable roles in 
period dramas ranging from 
crime capers to westerns and 
political thrillers. Now, Kevin 
Costner is stepping into the 
shoes of yet another real-life 
figure rooted in American folk¬ 
lore. 

Following big-screen por¬ 
trayals of federal agent Eliot 
Ness and gunslinger Wyatt 
Earp, the Oscar winner is 
heading to TV for Hatfields & 
McCoys, which chronicles the 
infamous feud between the 
two rival American families. 

Costner and Bill Paxton (Big 
Love) portray patriarchs of the 
duelling clans in the three-part 
miniseries which debuts Mon¬ 
day at 8 p.m. on Histoiy Tele¬ 
vision. Costner, who starred in 
the pohtical thriller JFK and Cu¬ 
ban Missile Crisis docudrama 
Thirteen Days, said he doesn’t 
mind “dabbling” in American 
histoiy, nor does he feel boimd 
by any genre. 

“I feel an affinity for my own 
coimtry, for the history, and 
like to tell it in a robust way,” 
he said in a recent conference 
call with reporters. 

“It doesn’t necessarily mean 
that the subject is in vogue. My 
kind of great joy has been to be 
a storyteller,” he added. 

He also feels added respon¬ 
sibility portraying real-fife fig¬ 
ures, saying he doesn’t want to 
“make them a clown”. 

“My dad told me one time, 
he said: ‘Kevin, you know... 
when you knock somebody 
down, you should be sure that 
somewhere, you’re knocking 
down someone else’s hero,”’ 
Costner recalled. “And it al¬ 
ways informed me about how I 
thought about people, and not 
to be so quick. 

“I want to try to give an 
honest portrayal of a guy fiv-

ing in that time. I didn’t want 
to sugarcoat him. But we don’t 
think it’s beyond him to look at 
those guys in the firing fine and 
say: ‘Harden your hearts.’ He’s 
basically asking yoimg men 
who knew each other to shoot.” 

Costner plays “Devil” Anse 
Hatfield opposite Paxton’s 
Randall McCoy, with the film 
documenting moimting ten¬ 
sions between their families 
living along the Kentucl^-West 
Virginia border. Confficts arise 
over eveiything from a legal 
dispute over land rights to the 
theft of a pig, with blood boil¬ 


ing over — and spilling — on 
both sides. 

Costner said there can be 
parallels drawn between dis¬ 
putes individuals have within 
their own fives to the bitter 
battle that is endured between 
the feuding families. 

“Sometimes when we look 
at this period we start to think 
of these as people with ftmny 
hats and funny beards, and 
gosh, they had a feud that last¬ 
ed into the next centuiy over a 
pig. And we know that, clearly, 
people fight over views. 

“Somebody raises a fence, 
raises a hedge, takes a tree 
down and it’s somebody who 
is our neighbour — suddenly 
we’re in litigation with (them) 
the next 15 years. So pettiness 
has existed in all centuries.” 

Costner said it’s also diffi¬ 
cult to imderstand the woimds 
that came with the Civil War 
— which serves as the back¬ 
drop of the stoiy — and the fin¬ 
gering effects on those beyond 


the front fines. 

“We’re looking at 7,000 
men in Iraq and Afghanistan 
being killed, and in the Civil 
War we had over 500,000 and 
you imderstand the population 
was mainly located on the East 
Coast; so everybody was affect¬ 
ed and feelings ran very deep. 

“The Civil War — no mat¬ 
ter how we try to distance our¬ 
selves from it — it threw a veil 
over this entire stoiy and the 
anger and how deep feelings 
ran, and how people used it 
as an excuse for violence,” he 
added. 

Costner said he hopes view¬ 
ers remove their modem day 
sensibilities to understand 
how at risk the characters 
were. “You had bounty hunt¬ 
ers crossing the river himt- 
ing down your family and 
it’s like: ‘Well, gee, if I defend 
myself, does tiiat mean I’m 
going to be on the wrong side 
of the law?’ And often it did.”

Kelly Clarkson comes full circle

on the role of helping 
contestants in new 
series Duets 


Kelly Clarkson says judging 
someone a la American Idol 
isn’t her style and she loves 
that she can “walk the walk 
and not just “talk the talk” as 
one of the stars of the new ABC 
series Duets. 

The singing competition 
series — which started Thurs¬ 
day and also airs on Global in 
Canada — will see Clarkson 
and fellow recording artists 
John Legend, Robin Thicke, 
and Sugarland’s Jennifer Net¬ 
tles performing onstage each 


week with their hand-picked 
Duets partners. 

The winning partner will 
receive a recording contract 
with Holl 3 Avood Records. 

“In complete honesty, on 
the most cheesy note possible, 
that’s a lot of the reason why 
I chose to do the show, (be¬ 
cause) whenever I was on Idol I 
did not have anyone helping,” 
Clarkson, who won American 
Idol’s inaugural season in 
2002, said this week in a con¬ 
ference call with reporters. 

“It was a brand-new show 
from the U.K. and nobody had 
really worked in the U.S. much 
and nobody really knew what 
they were doing. The show 
blew up around the Top 4, so 
I call it Ghetto Idol. It was the 
ghetto season: we didn’t have 
an34:hing they have now, and 


not only that, we couldn’t get 
songs cleared, we couldn’t 
have people that were really 


helping us as contestants. It 
was more for the show. 

“So I love the fact that 10 


years later I get to actually be 
that person for two people that 
I get to hand-pick and I get to 


actually help.” 

The so-called Duets “super- 
stars” searched the U.S. for two 
of their own amateur singing 
partners for the series. 

Clarkson, a two-time Gram¬ 
my Award winner who’s said 
to be the most successful Idol 
contestant around the world, 
looked for talent in Nashville 
and San Diego. 

Clarkson said she found 
four potential duets partners 
but was only allowed to bring 
two to the series. 

Letting two of them go 
made her want “to crawl into 
a hole,” said 30-year-old Texas 
native. 

“I would bawl. Like, I didn’t 
handle it well. I didn’t like 
telling people, ‘Oh man, you 
didn’t quite make it.’”

Santigold became cemented 
into the lore of summer music 
three years ago. It aU started 
when an eccentric guy dancing 
alone on a patch of grass far 
away from the stage at the Sas- 
quatch Music Festival attracted 
himdreds of ecstatic revelers 
to join him, and eventually 5.9 
million viewers on YouTube. All 
the while, singer Santi White 
was chanting a triumphant 
chorus of “I’ve got to be unstop¬ 
pable.” 

“That was amazing,” says 
White, reflecting back on the 
moment. “When we were on¬ 
stage, we noticed something 
far off in the distance and just 
saw this huge part of the crowd 
running across the field, and I 
remember afterward we were 
like, ‘Did you see that? What 
happened?’ And then when 
somebody sent it to me on You¬ 
Tube I couldn’t believe it. I’ve 
heard that the video has been 
used in leadership classes.” 

This moment is a good 
metaphor for everything that 
the music of Santigold repre¬ 
sents. The songs are playful and 
fun, but they are fiimly rooted 
in the notion of spreading posi¬ 
tivity. 

Releasing a self-titled debut 
in 2009, Santigold toured for 
two years and built a loyal fol¬ 
lowing, so that when she re¬ 
leased her sophomore album. 
Master of My Make-Believe ear¬ 
lier this month, the response 
was not entirely unlike the dan¬ 
cers running across the field to 
join in on the fun. 

“It’s great as an artist, start¬ 
ing out, to just spend some 
time building a fan base,” she 
says. “I was really grateful that 
the demand was there for so 
long.” 

The live show is equally de¬ 
serving of that demand, with 
its cross of high energy and

high camp. Robotic backup 
singers flank White and occa¬ 
sionally bust into funny, old- 
school dance moves.

“I just closed my eyes one 
day and I saw lassos and a 
horse, and I was lilce, ‘We need 
lassos and a horse!’ and eveiy- 
body looked at me like I was 
crazy,” she says of the eureka 
moment.

Not Your Kind of 
People.

Shirley Manson still remem¬ 
bers the words of wisdom 


Bono gave her about keep¬ 
ing a band intact for the 
long haul. 

“Split the money. You 
have to split the song writ¬ 
ing so everyone is equal. 
(And) don’t buy houses, 
so that you don’t get con¬ 
sumed with decorating,” he 
told her. 

That might not have 
been the most coherent 
advice, but it’s worked for 
Garbage: the rockers are 


still together, and releasing 
their first album in seven 
years this week. Though 
they went on a hiatus, the 
band (which includes Steve 
Marker, Duke Erikson on 
guitars and keyboards and 
producer Butch Vig on 
drums) picks up where they 
left off with Not Your Kind 
of People. 

All four share songwrit¬ 
ing credits on the project — 
showing they’re still follow¬ 


ing Bono’s advice. Manson 
talked about what brought 
them back together, Lana 
Del Rey and being a front- 
woman in rock in a recent 
interview. 

It’s been seven years — 
why this album now? 

Enough things had hap¬ 
pened to us over the course 
of the last six to seven years 
that we were all filled up 
again — ready to make 
music from a proper place 
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of enthusiasm and fun. I 
know I sound like a simple¬ 
ton but it’s true. When 
we first sort of broke out, 
we made music for pure 
reasons. We really had an 
amazing run. Then our band 
grew more successful, and 
our record company sold us 
to a major label, who then 
had major label desires to 
brand us. When that didn’t 
really work, they just lost 
all interest in us. As a re¬ 
sult, we were floundering 
on a label that didn’t care 
about us. It was really joy¬ 
less. It stripped us of all joy. 

What is your songwriting 
process like? 

Any which way, I do write 
(on my own). I love words. 
I grew up with a dad who 
encouraged us to read. So I 
am pretty well read. But on 
this record I wanted to just 
write when I was together 
with the band, really keep 
things in the moment, not 
get too cerebral about any¬ 
thing, just dig in. I think 
it’s about plugging in some¬ 
times with other human be¬ 
ings, which sometimes can 
be a challenge, because it’s 
uncomfortable some of the 
time, you know. I think in 
our culture right now, we 
are all very comfortable 
keeping everything at arm’s 
length, being on a com¬ 
puter, and talking to some¬ 
one on a screen over here. 
When you are actually in a 
room with another person. 


and you are being forced to 
connect, that can be uncom¬ 
fortable. 

How do you feel about 
new recording artists not 
being nurtured, and their 
quick rise to fame? 

A couple things that play 
nowadays which bother me 
— one is record compan¬ 
ies and patience in regards 
to their artists. With Lana 
Del Rey, who is a perfect 
example, she was doing 
out of the box fantastically 
well. She ignited people’s 
imaginations. The rec¬ 
ord company put her in a 
position that they never 
should have put her 
in. They put her on 
Saturday Night Live. 
Absolute insanity. For a sea¬ 
soned performer like my¬ 
self, that would be stressful. 
To put a young artist out 
there who is the figure of the 
moment is putting her 
under unnecessary pres¬ 
sure, at a time when she is 
already doing good enough. 

What advice would you 
give a female rock singer 
trying to make it? 

I would say figure out 
what it is that you want to 
say. When you figure out 
what it is you want to 
say, you have to be willing 
to stand by that. You have 
to be willing to take a mil¬ 
lion slaps in the face, and 
keep standing up.

Straight-Up Deviled 
Eggs. Elizabeth Karmel 
shares her classic 
recipe for a fave 


When 1 think about summer, 
I think about deviled eggs. Be¬ 
ginning with Easter and going 
straight through September, 
just about every activity—from 
camping and cookouts to beach 
vacations — can be enhanced 
by a plate of deviled eggs. 

It’s reaUy just a matter of 
swapping the garnish to fit the 
activity or mood. 

If I am feeling down-homey, 
I add pimento cheese to my 
basic deviled egg mixture. If I 
want to spice it up, I add pureed 
chipotle. For the right occasion 
I’ll even get a httle fancy and 
top deviled eggs with caviar. 

StiU, no matter how good 
embelhshed deviled eggs are, 
my favourite remains what I 
call “straight-up deviled eggs.” 
They are as advertised — classic 
and simple. One of the beauties 
of deviled eggs is how well they 


Ingredients 


Start to finish: 30 minutes 
(plus overnight chilling) 

• 1 dozen large eggs 

• i /3 cup mayonnaise 

• 4 tbsp unsalted butter, 
softened 

• 1/4 cup strong Dijon mustard 
(such as Amora or Maille) 

• Zest of 1/2 lemon 

• 1 tsp fresh lemon juice 

• Pinch garlic powder 

• 2 to 4 shakes hot sauce 

• Salt 

• Smoked paprika or minced 
fresh chives 


travel. That’s why I call them 
party eggs. 

1 .Fill large bowlwithcoldwater. 

2. Place eggs in a large sauce¬ 
pan and cover with cold water. 
Bring to a boil, cover, then 
turn off the heat. Let the eggs 
sit for 15 minutes. Drain the 
eggs, then transfer them to 
the bowl of cold water. Let 


them sit for about 10 minutes, 
or imtil cool to the touch. 

3. GarefuUy peel eggs, keeping 
the whites intact. Gut in half 
across the middle or lengthwise, 
depending on your desired final 
presentation. Use your fingers 
or a small spoon to gently scoop 
out the yolks into a medium 
bowl. Set the whites aside on 
a platter or deviled egg plate, 
then cover and refiigerate. 

4. Use a fork to mash the 
yolks until all large pieces are 
broken up and smooth. Add 
the mayonnaise, butter, mus¬ 
tard, lemon zest and juice, gar¬ 
lic powder and hot sauce. Stir 
weU. Taste and season with salt. 
Transfer the mixture to a pas¬ 
try bag or plastic zip-close bag 


and refrigerate overnight. 

5. Just before serving, snip 
off the tip of the piping bag 
(or one of the bottom corners 
of a zip-close bag) and squeeze 
the deviled egg mixture into 
the egg whites. Alternatively, 
you can use a small spoon to 
fill the egg white “boats” with 
the yolk mixture, but the 
presentation is less attractive. 
Sprinkle the eggs with 
smoked paprika for clas¬ 
sic eggs, or chives for a 
fancier version. Serve

NHL. East finalists 
downplay memories 
of Messier’s Game 6 
guarantee in ’94 


Eighteen years ago, Mark Messi¬ 
er set the stage for one of sports’ 
most dramatic moments. 

On the eve of the New York 
Rangers’ must-win Game 6 
against the Devils in New Jersey 
in the 1994 Eastern Conference 
final. Messier guaranteed his 
team would force a deciding 
contest back at Madison Square 
Garden. 

The Rangers not only won. 
Messier backed up his boast 
with a hat trick. 

Fast forward to now. The 
teams once more head to a 


Game 6, in New Jersey, with the 
Rangers — again the East’s top 
team — down 3-2, needing a 
win to stay alive. 

That’s where the similarity 
ends. 

This time. New York reaUy 
isn’t the star-laden team that 
ended the franchise’s half-cen¬ 
tury Stanley Cup drought back 
in 1994. 

The Devils have shown re¬ 
peatedly in this best-of-seven 
series they are just as good 
as their longtime, cross-river 
rivals. The oiily game the Ran¬ 
gers dominated was Game 5, 
and the Devils won 5-3. 

New Jersey goaltender Mar¬ 
tin Brodeur is the only player 
remaining from the memor¬ 
able 1994 series. Now 40, he 
was the difference on Wednes¬ 
day night in New York.

“I don’t see an34hing that is 
similar,” Brodeur said Thursday 
in a conference caU. “I know if 
you guys look at it, it looks the 
same. But it’s different teams 
and a different way of playing 
the game. That’s 18 years ago. 
That’s a long time. I know I’m 


feeling a lot different. I’m feel¬ 
ing a lot more appreciative of 
what’s going on.” 

Rangers coach John Tortor- 
eUa downplayed the compari¬ 
son, saying his players were not 
even thinking about it. 

“Not to disrespect what hap¬ 
pened,” he said, “but that has 
nothing to do with how we’re 
preparing.” 

The Devils are in position 
to advance to their first Stan¬ 
ley Cup final since 2003 and a 
meeting with the Los Angeles 
Kings, starting next week. All 
they have to do is win on either 
Friday or Simday in New York, 
where they have already won 
two of three. 

“I don’t think we’re look¬ 
ing at two chances,” said New 
Jersey forward Dainius Zubrus.

The year was 1948. Louis St. 
Laurent had just become Gan- 
ada’s 12th prime minister and 
gas was 26 cents a gallon.
